5 of forest fires during the past five years aver- 
age, $14,500,000 annually, The number of forest 
fires averaged 5779 a year and the causes of.this 


shocking display of vandalism were nine times in 
ten human recklessness. Campers accounted for 
24 per cent. of all these fires; settlers burning 
slash started 22 per cent,; lightning 10 per cent.; 
and railways 26 per cent. The figure charged to 
railways Is, however, an unfair index of respon- 
sibility.

\ A MARVEL OF SCIENCE 


[AsY YEARS before the tolal eclipse of the sun 


which happened last week, the astronomers 
had predicted the eclipre and nod wannonneed just 
where the path of tota! ghadow would be found. 
They hat also given thevexact hour and minute 
that the eclipse would begin aid end. 

The layman finds k impossible even to imag: 
ine how such a ‘stupendous task ean be accompllsi:- 
.ed, and yet it is one of the commonplace chores In 
the life of the astronomer, compared with other 
items of complex research. 

The sun is more than 90,000,000 miles away 
attd the moon {s 240,900 milex from the carth, 
In order to tell just where the path of the earth's 
shadow will fall when the moon gets between the 
sun and-earth, it is necessary for the axtronomer to 
chart the precise path of both eurth and moon with 
relation to the sup. 

The path of totality was diagonally acrass the 
lower Up of California nnd southeastward to the 
Caribean Sea. It is seen from this that the earth 
did not walk squarely into the shadow, as it were, 
for there were many factora that entered Into tho 
calculations. ~* 

The exaotsspeed of the rotation of the earth 
must be considered. Itz cliiptical path through 
space must be known almost to the foot. The patt 
of the moon must also be kuown, Calenlationy 
of thme and space are- mixed up in. what woult 
be a hopeless mess to the layman. and there fy 
no baseline from which to start. The astronomer 
must use a miliion-mile measuring stick and stil 
make bix calculations accurate. 

The astronomical calculations are se exact 
that the exten{ of the shadow could be foretold 
within a few fect. 

Of course all these calculations are necessae- 
Uy based upon the fact that the earth bs round-- 
that {t travels arownd the sun—that Lhe moon tra- 
vels around the earth, And yet there are a 
few xerfoux people who doubt these things.

SOME time ago it was decided by Police Magls- 
trate Denton of Toronto, who is also a county * 
judge, that the Betting Information Act, passed 
by the Ontario legislature, was ultra vires, or be- 
yond ‘the! powers of the legislature, the Dominion 
Parliament having aleeady dealt with the matter. 
The case was carried to the Appellate Division of 
“the Ontario High Court, and that body hag unanl- 
mously upheld the maglistrate’s decision, Tho 
“Judges were able to give their decision without 
wJeaving,the bench. The judges agreed with tho 
magistrate that the act, which sought to prohibit 
the: publication of information that might be used 
in betting ‘on horse races, was beyond the powers 
of, the province to enact, tho fold having already 

been oceupicd by dominion logislation. 

There is evidenco of an attempt to bring pres- 
sure ott ‘Hon. Ww. F, Nickle, attornoy-goncral, to 
carry the matter to ethe Imperial Privy Council, 
Mr, Nickle, apparently, has no such intention.

There is a case on record of an old 
plowing ficld that had become too

horse could gallop from one end of 
the field to the other without striking 
its hoof against a single flint. .
